Wheat ami Silver. 


Tlt« Advance in Wlumt Provt-t Silver 


Thein-Jt'h. 


Senator Jones, chairman of the Demo- 


cratic national committee, was interview- 
ed 
last 
Wednesday 
by 
a 
reporter 


for the United Press regarding the pronun- 
ciaiuento of Chairman Babcock, of the 
Republican congressional committee, in 
which Mr, Babcock insists that the recent 
rise in the price of wheat while the price 
of silver has declined indicates that the 
claims that the price of wheat depends on 
the price of tho ounce of silver are un- 
founded. The Senator said: 


"The advance in the price of a bushel of 


wheat proves rather than disproves the 
theories of the silver men. 
Our conten- 


tion has been that the wheat of India com- 
peted with our American wheat in the 
Liverpool markets; that the Liverpool 
merchant could in normal times buy in 
India at any time during the past twenty- 
three years a bushel of wheat for about 
one ounce of silver. 
When the ounce of 


silver was worth $1.29 in gold in 1873 this 
meant that the bushel of wheat was worth 
about that m gold. 13ut, although the 
Indian wheat farmer has always been 
willing to take an ounce of silver for a 
bushel of wheat, the ounce of silver has 
fallen in value owing to its demonetization 
and disuse, and consequently, as the gold 
value of the ounce of silver declines the 
gold value of the bushel of wheat declined 
and the American farmer has been com- 
pelled to receive the gold equivalent of the 
ounce of silver for his bushel of wheat. 
This meant a gradual decline in the price 
from about $1.29 or $1.30 a bushel in 187G 
to 60 or 63 cents in 1803. 
The real cause 


therefore of the decline in the gold value 
of our wheat was largely the competition 
of wheat.'*

question whether there is such an offence 
recognized by the law of Pennsylvania. 
To satisfy public interest in the subject, 
the 
full text of sections 50 and .">! of U,e 


act of March 31. 1800, H here given : 


"If any elector, authorized to vote at 


any public election, shall, directly or indi- 
rectly, accept or receive from any person, 
any gift or reward in money, goods or 
other valuable thing, under an agree- 
ment or promise, express or implied, that 
.•Lich elector shall give his vote for any 
particular candidate or candidates at such 
election, or shall accept or receive the 
[miinihi of any person that he shall theic- 
after receive any gift, or reward, in money, 
^oodw or other valuable thing, any oJliee, 
appointment, or employment, public or 
private, or any personal or pecuniary ad- 
vantage whatsoever, under such an agree- 
ment or promise, expre.se or implied, such 
elector shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall, on conviction of either of the 
said offeucep, be sentenced to pay a line 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, and 
undergo an imprisonment, not exceeding 
six months, 


"Any person who shall, directly or indi- 


rectly, give, or offer to give any such gift 
or regard to any such elector, with the 
intent to induce him to vote for any par- 
ticular candidate or candidates at such 
election, or chilli, directly or indirucUy, 
procure or agree to give any such gilt ol 
reward to such elector, with the, intent 
aforesaid, or shall, with the intent to m- 
lluence or intimidate such elector to give 
ii\s vote for any particular candidate ot 
'jandidates at each election, give, oliVr 01 
promise k> give such elector, any uilice, 
place, appointment or employment, ui 
threaten hiich elector with di^mir-sa! 01 
discharge from any of lice, place, appoint- 
ment or tiiupioyment, public or pmate, 
then held by him, in casse of hie reiu;-al to 
vote foi any particular candidate or c.uuh- 
daie,s at such election, the perouu t-o of- 
foadingMmll be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction, be M;uteiiced to a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollar;, and 
undergo an jmpiit-onmunt, not exctf^ding 
t\\o yeais.'

that State, legislative and county no 
tions are printed on the same ballot with 
the names of presidential electors.

The polls 
in the cities close at 4 p. m., but in the 
country districts keep open till 6 p. m., 
and with a governor, a legislative and 
county ofliceis, all on one ballot it will 
take at loast six hours to complete the 
count. Some idea of tlie general trend of 
votes in Ohio can probably be obtained 
from the results of the counties in which 
Cincinnati and Cleveland are respectively 
situated, and there results will piobably 
be known comparatively early. 
Tho rest 


of the State, it is anticipated, will go pretty 
much as it has done in previous presiden- 
tial elections. The doubtful points are 
Hamilton and Ctiyahoga counties. 


Chicago will control Illinois. 
There 


will be no doubt of the outcome when the 
vote of Cook county is recorded. Jlut in 
other doubtful States like Indiana, Mich- 
igan and Kansas where State and legisla- 
tive tickets also complicate the ballots, 
there will probably be no keynote from 
which the result can be definitely deter- 
mined on Tuesday night unless the elec- 
tion should prose a landslide. In that 
case midnight; may give a clear idea who 
are the victors and who the vanquished. 
Otherwise there may be many hours of 
anxious suspense. 


The last two presidential elections have 


been singularly free from uncertainty. It 
was known by 10 p. m., on election day, 
in 1SSS that Mr. Harrison had defeated 
Mr. Cleveland, and it was known with 
equal certainty at 11 p. m. on election 
day, in 1S92, that Mr, Cleveland defeated 
Mr. Harrison. 
But in the election of IStvl, 


when Mr. Cleveland defeated Mr. IJIaine, 
the official result hung in doubt over the 
vote of New York for davs. 


The tusion tickets will"add a further ele- 


ment of difficulty iu the presidential count 
this year. 
Fusion has been arranged be- 


tween tbe Populists and the Demociatson 
the electoral ticket in everv Democratic 
state but Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida and Texas. 
In several 


of the southern states, while there has 
been no formal fusion between the Repub- 
licans and Populists on stale legislatures, 
and 
congressmen, local 
arrangements 


have been made that amount to fusion, and 
will have more or less to do with the re- 
sult. 


The following states will elect governors 


on November 3: Colorado, Connecticut,
